There was an exchange of letters between them. 

Mr. James wrote: 

“We have our Constitution and our Bill of 
|||lt|B Rights. We ore not going to throw them overboard 

to please the Russians.’ 

When this appeared in Pravda it read as follows: 

“The American Constitution and the Bill of 
Rights allow all United States citizens the right of 
lying and slandering with no threat of punishment.” 

To which Mr. Jones very quietly and fittingly replied: 

“This is rather on the cheap side of propaganda. Surely you could have 

done better.” 

This "ill probably go down in history as one of the world's greatest mast¬ 
erpieces of understatemnt. 

Zaslavsky "rote caustically about capitalistic newspaper monoply: 

“Wht monopoly?” Mr. James asked. “There ate in the United States 
some 10,000 owners of newspapers, daily and weekly. They are of every 
degree and shade ol opinion. Added together, they represent a cross-sect- 
tion of American opinion, expressing all angles of opinion In our free 
country. Where is the monopoly?” 

But in your country, sir. all newspapers must toe the line of the Polit¬ 
buro. There is mje newspaper control against our 10.000. Who has the 
monopoly?” 

Mr. James goes on to point out that the government of Russia reposes on 
the foundation of the Communist party, numbering some 3 per cent of 
the population. So when we discuss freedom of the press we are as far 
off in our terms as "hen we call our government a democracy and you 
call yours a democracy. The New York Times publishes all sides of every 
atguinent, even the anti-American speeches of Mr. Gromyko. but Mr. 
Zaslavsky prints "hat the Communist party wish to see him print. 

“Here ts another point of difference", says Mr. James: 

“1 can quit The Times when I like and would probably be able to get a 
podtion on a newspaper of quite contrary tendencies—one which, for ex¬ 
ample stuck to a party position through thick and thin. There is nothing 
to prevent my doing so. This is a free country. But you have to go on

HARD SURFACED ROAD 

BORDER TO EDMONTON 

There are good prospects of a 
hard surfaced highway being com¬ 
pleted by the end of the present 
construction season from the Inter¬ 
national boundary at Colitis to Ed¬ 
monton, according to information 
which officials of the Alberta Motor 
Association have received from the 
public works department. 

Certain stretches are being com¬ 
pleted and if weather continues 
suitable for road budding the pro¬ 
gram will he completed. Crews are 
rushing work on surfacing project:; 
and aie confident of finishing before 


freeze-up. 

The public works department has 
S l road projects under way and one- 
third of the number had been fin¬ 
ished by August 17. Others were 50 
per cent or more completed and with 
about two more months of good wea¬ 
ther, t lie $13,000,000. program for 
1947 will bo wound up. 

Rains have held up surfacing crews 
on the Jasper highway west of Ed¬ 
monton but officials say that nine 
miles have been covered east of Seba 
and much more will be done this 
season. Work also Is being advanc¬ 
ed rapidly as possible on northern 
roads.
